of this report. 

Also, a copy of a statement made by said Heath before the committee 
on credentials which said copy is herewith submitted, marked “ B," and 
made part of this report. ‘here was also before your committee a copy 
of a protest to the House against the said Heath taking his seat, signed 
by three members thereof, which is herewith submitted, marked “ O,” 
and made part of this.report. . 

Your committee find, 

1st, That the credentials of said Heath are informal and without any 
seal or other evidence of coming from an official source, but are unable 
to decide’ the eligibility of said claimant, Heath, on such grounds. 

2nd, That from the statement marked " B," said Heath came to this 
territory by virtue of a commission in the military service from the 
governorof lowa, and under orders from his superior officers of the War 
Department, and has remained here to the present time subject to said 
orders, consequently has not gained a residence, in the opinion of your 
committee, and is therefore ineligible to office. 

. 8rd, That from said statement marked “B,” said Heath did, at the 
date of his election, and does now, hold an appointment as Brevet 
Brigadier General of Volunteers in the United States Army, and is 
subject to order at any moment from the War Department; consequently 
is clearly ineligible to a seat in the Legislative Assembly of Nebraska 
Territory, under the organic act of said territory. Reference is hereby 
made to secs. 28 and 26 of said act. Yourcommittee therefore offer 
the following resolution: ` 
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Resolved, That H. H. Heath, Esq., claiming a seat in this body from 
the counties of Kearney, Lincoln and Saline, is ineligible, and the seat 
claimed.by him is vacant.

First, That the Hon. H. H. Heath was duly elected to a seat among 
this body by the unanimous vote of the electors of the district known 
as the Kearney District, who voted at the last October election, and 
Po a proper and lawful certificate— such certificate, however, 

aving noseał We would state, nevertheless, that the absence of a 
seal is no valid objection under the laws of the territory and the 
practice under similar preceding cases, while we would add that upon 
inquiry we find that Kearney county in fact has no seal. 

Second, That being thus duly elected and certified, and equall 
entitled to à place in this house with other members, the Hon. in H. 
Heath is, in the opinion of the minority of your committee, at this time, 
unjustly and improperly excluded from his seat by the adoption of the 
report of the committee on credentials, which report was based on the 
. protest referred to in the report of the majority of this committee. . That 
your committee on credentials transcended the duties of their appoint- 
ment in considering and reporting upon the ineligibility of the Hon. H. 
H. Heath on the grounds of his supposed military position, or in enter- 
taining and acting upon questions other than those appertaining to or 
appearing on the face of his credentials; and a case 1s here presented 
where a member's right to sit is adjudged in advance of any hearin 
or determination of his case by this body when he is possessed of an 
has presented the same evidence of his right as that of every other 
member—a circumstance unprecedented in this or any other legislative 
body. We submit that by such action and warrant, any other member 
or number of.members, upon the simple protest of others, alleging 
matters real or fictitious, might be denied his or their seats, and a great 
portion ofthe territory deprived of representation during the pleasure of 
a majority We would, therefore, urgently recommend the recision 
of all action pertaining to the case of the Hon. H., H. Heath except 
what may pertain to the simple right to his seat under his certificate 
until the oath of office be administered and he allowed to take his seat, 
and that this body rectify what we conceive a grave error, and avoid the 
establishment of a most injurious and dangerous precedent. 

Third, The minority of your committee would further report, that 
they find the Hon. H. H. Heath is now, and for a time longer than that 
required to make him eligible to office by the laws of this territory, has 
been a resident of said territory. l È . 

Fourth, That after much investigation, the minority of your com- 
mittee find that the Hon. H. H. Heath holds no commission whatever, 
or appointment from the United States, such as is contemplated by sec- 
- tion 26 of the organic act of this territory. ` 

In conclusion, we trust we need not urge the importance or gravity 
of the matter involved. Not only is the question of the qualification 
and right of the Hon. H. H. Heath to a seat in this House to be deter- 
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mined by your honorable body—the right of a: ‘claimant ho received 
the undivided vote of his district, who presents a proper certificate and 
against whom. no 'contestant appears—but the still. graver question, 
whether a large division of this territory is to be denied a voice on this 
floor, where so little of political and so much of local interest is involved 
in the subjects presented to this assembly. ‘We hope that in the detet- 
mination of this case, that members will be actuated by a spirit elevated 
above party feelings and considerations...

Our deep and heartfelt qd is due to that Almighty Power which , 
has bestowed upon us sich varied and numerous blessings throughout | 
the 2 ast year. The general health of the Territory has been excellent ; 
our harvests have been bountiful beyond all former precedents, and a . 
thrifty prosperity prevails throughout our borders. ` Labor finds abund- 
ant employment, and rémunerating rewards—social order prevails among 
our people, and the laws are oped y with aia and willingness. 
2 
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Soon after the close of our last session, the great rebellion which had 
convulsed the country for more than four years, was happily terminated 
by the defeat and overthrow of the armies of the insurgents, and it is 
cause for sincere thankfulness to -the great Disposer of the destinies of 
nations and of men, that civil strife and fraternal war have given place 
to universal peace throughout the limits of our beloved country. 


INDIAN WAR. 


I regret, however, to have to announce to you that the Indian war 
upon our western border, to which I adverted in my last annual mes. 
sage, still continues. It was hoped that with the close of the rebellion 
these troubles would cease; but this hope has proved groundless, Em- 
boldened by success, the savage tribes who have committed these out- 
rages upon the lives and property of emigrants, and upon the Overland 
Stage Line and Pacific Telegraph, have become exceedingly reckless 
and daring in their murderous forays; and outrages the most atrocious 
and wanton in their character, are of frequent occurrence. Nothing 
will, in my judgment, give us peace upon the Plains, but the employment 
of the most vigorous measures to hunt out and severely punish the au- 
thors of these outrages. And I trust and believe, from the informa- 
tion in my possession, that it is the iru of the General Government, 
early in the coming spring, to send a force against them sufficient to 
compel them to sue for peace, or drive them from all the great lines of 
travel between the Missouri river and the Rocky mountains Should 
you deem it either necessary or expedient to memorialize the War De- 
partment on this subject, it wil afford me great pleasure to co-operate 
with you in such a measure. Surely, the interests involved are of suffi- 
cient magnitude and importance to warrant the General Government in 
making a vigorous and adequate effort, at whatever cost, to restore 
peace upon the Plains and afford protection to the immense commercial 
interests which have grown up within the last few years between the 
people of the Pacific and the Atlantie States. 


PAY OF MILITIA. 


By an act passed at the last session of the Legislative Assembly, the 
Governor of the Territory was authorized and requested to dispose of. 
the bonds issued by the 'l'erritory to provide means for the payment of 
the Militia called into service to repel hostile Indians, during the summer 
of 1864. In discharging the duty thus devolved upon me, I disposed 
of these bonds upon terms which I believe to be advantageous to the 
interests of the Territory. A detailed report of the sale of these secu- 
rities has been made to the Territorial Auditor, as.provided by law. It 
will be laid before you im the report of that officer. 

Nearly all of the claims growing out of the service referred to, have 
already been paid. A few have been suspended, in consequence of a 
difference of opinion between the claimants for the service of horses, 
and the paymasters appointed under the act, in reference to the proper 
construction of section five of theact. Several parties claimed payment. 
for the services of their animals. up to the time of their loss or death, _ 
and that they were also entitled to.the appraised value of their horses 
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when they entered the service.. . The: payrmasters gave to the law a dif- 
ferent construction, and hence several claims have been suspended, and 
remain unsettled. This subject may. require some . further legislation— 
at least so far as to define the intent and meaning of the act in the sec- 
tion to which I have alluded. .— . Oe ol 

This money should rightfully be: refunded"-to’ the Territory by the 
General.Govérnment. The'sérvices performed were for the Government 
quite as much as for the Territory; and if the subject bé properly rep-- 
resented to Congress, as I doubt-not it will be, I feel very confident that 
the amount; will be refunded: to the Territory. 

| ` FINANCES OF THE TERRITORY. mE 

The Reports of the Territorial. Auditor and Territorial Treasurer, aré 
herewith submitted: -- From the Report of the. Auditor, it will be seen 
that the whole amount of the outstanding debts of the Territory on the’ 
25th day of. December, 1865, was $91,767.80. = l 

This includes the debt of $36,000 of bonds; and $1,800 of interest on 
same, issued: under instructions of the Legislature, to’ pay the-Militia: 
troops called out-to. protect our frontier in: the summer and fall of 1864 
This sum, as I have before remarked, is justly due to the Territory from- 
the United States; but until it is assumed by Congress, it must stand as 
an indebtedness of. the Territory, and must of course be provided for as 
are other debts; When we deduct this sum from the aggregate debt, it 
leaves a balance of $53;967.80 as:the whole amount-of the outstanding 
debt; or $9,891,56.less than the àmount'due in-1864. _ 

The amount of the resources to meet the above, after deducting the 
sum of $2,664.30, which is charged by the -Auditor as due from the 
Government for expenses incurred by the Territory on account of the 
Pawnee war, and-which I do not consider as:available, is $91,945.70, 
or $177.90 over the whole of its habilities: 2H 07 

This statement must prove very’ satisfactory to the tax-payers of the 
Territory. For, if the General: Government should assume the payment _ 
of the military debt, our resources will be, to that amount, in excess of 
our liabilities; and will justify the next Legislature:in-reducing the rate 
of taxation now assessed’ against our people; I call your special atten- | 
tion to the many valuable suggestions: made in the able Report ofthe 
Territorial Auditor, and also-to those of the Territorial Treasurer—es- 
pecially to that part alluding to the‘issuing of warrants by parties whosé 
responsibility and whose signatures are wholly unknown to him. All 
warrants upon the Treasurer for 'Ferritorial funds: should be issued by 
the Auditor, and with whom the statement of the. account: should: be

Owing to the great difficulty experienced by the Adjutant General in 
obtaining proper information to enable him to make a full report in re- . 
. gard to the troops now in the field and of thosé who have been mustéred 

I 
am assured, however, that everything ig being done by that officer to

INSANE OF THE TERRITORY. 


At the last session of the Legislative Assembly, an ,act was passed 
authorizing the Governor of the Territory to communicate with the 
trustees of the Iowa Hospital for the Insane, and, if possible, to make 
a contract for the reception into that institution, and treatment of all 
insane patients sent. from our Territory. In compliance with these 
instructions, I met the trustees of the hospital, and am gratified in 
being able to inform your honorable body, that an agreement was en- 
iered into, by which the insane of Nebraska are to be received and 
treated in that institution upon precisely the same terms.as those of Iowa. 
This contract is to continue so long as there is room in the hospital, 
after the trustees shall have first provided accommodations for the in- 
sane of their own State. There have been sent to the hospital, from the 
Territory, nine patients, from the following counties: one from Nemaha, 
two from Otoe, one from Cass, three from Sarpy, and two from Douglas. 
One patient has been cured, and returned to her friends; and from let- 
, ters recently received from the superintendent of the hospital, I am 
gratified to learn that one or two others are convalescent, and will, in 
all probability, soon be restored to their friends. The result of your 
action thus far, in this matter, must be highly gratifying to every hu- 
mane and intelligent citizen. The act making provision for sending 
patients to the hospitalis in some respects imperfect, and some further 
legislation may be necessary to render it effective. 


A REVISION OF THE LAWS. 


During your last session, you passed an act authorizing and requiring 
the Governor to appoint some suitable person to revise all the general 
laws of Nebraska. Hon. E. Estabrook was selected to perform this 
work. It being madethe duty of the Governor to examine the same, 
and if found faithfully executed, to issue a certificate accordingly, before 
payment could be made for the service, and being desirous that justice 
should be done the Territory, I called to my assistance in the examina- 
tion, Hon. B. E. B. Kennedy, a member of the Council, and Hon. Geo. 
B. Lake, a member of the House of Representatives, and these gentle- 
men, after a full examination of the work, concurred with me in opin- 
ion that the requirements of the act had been faithfully complied with 
on the part of the commissioner. I have the honor herewith to submit 
the Report, and if you should be satisfied that the work has been faith- 
fully and satisfactorily performed, you will no doubt regard it for the 
interest of your constituents to cause it to be published, so that all the 
existing general laws may be embodied in one volume. The wants of 
the people seem to require this. It should be the aim of every legisla- 
tor io place within the reach of every citizen of the Territory the laws 
which he is required to obey. i 

In calling your attention, at the last session, to the homestead law, I 
Kc d that you memorialize Congress to prohibit the sale of the 
- publie lands to any except such as shall make proof that they propose 
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to acquire them for the purpose of actual settlement and cultivation. I 
cannot too strongly urge this subject upon your attention at the pres- 
-ent session. ` The object of the law- was evidently to open up the public 
lands to the cultivators of the soil, free of charge, except the small sum 
necessary to pay the actual expense of survey, etc. Under the present 
Jaw, which allows speculators to enter all the lands they may desire, 
those seeking homesteads are often deterred from taking them, fearing 
that as soon as they shall have made valuable improvements, thus 
enhancing the value of the adjacent lands, that speculators will at once 
purchase all the better portions in the vieinity, and thus deprive these 
pioneer settlers of the advantages of neighbors The true policy of the 
General Government is to give these. lands to:the landless, and to confer . 
homes upon the homeless, and the legislatures of the new States and Ter- 
ritories should continue to memorialize Congress on this subject (as they 
did for the passage of the homestead law;) until their prayer shall be 
granted. So numerous are the letters sent to my office making inquiries 
relative to the homestead law, that I deem it proper to state,-in this con- 
nection, for the benefit of such as may. not be fully instructed-as to who 
may be the recipients of the favors of the Government in this par- 
ticular, that the following, taken from the law itself, will be a sufficient 
answer to the main questions so often propounded by the people of the 
‘Territory, and also by many in the States, who desire to become citi- 
zens with us: l a | ' 
. The law says, “That any person who is the head of a family, or who 
has arrived at the age of twenty-one years, and is a citizen of the 
United States, or who shall have filed his declaration of intention to 
become such, as required by the naturalization laws of the United 
States, and who has never borne arms against the United States Govern- |. 
ment, or given aid and' comfort to its enemies," is entitled to the benefits 
of this law. i a A i : 
The law further provides that “No person who has served for a 
pre of not less than fourteen days in the army or navy of the United 
tates, either regular or volunteer, under the laws thereof, during the 
existence of an actual war, domestic or foreign, shall be deprived of the 
benefits of this àet on account of not having attained the age of twenty- 
one years.” All persons coming within the purview of the above lib- 
eral provisions, and who shall reside upon or cultivate the homestead 
for a period of five years, are entitled to a patent as in other cases pro- 
vided by law. The fact that the applicant for the benefit of the home- 
stead’ law may be the owner of other lands, or that:he may have availed 
himself of the provisions of the pre-emption ‘act: of 1841, does not in 
any manner affect his rights or privileges under the law. A widow who 
is the head of a family, may also acquire.a homestead under this act. 


REGISTRY LAW. 


I recommend to you for your candid consideration, the propriety of 
‘enacting at your present session, an amendment to the general election - 
law, so as to require a registration of alllegal voters prior to the day of 
election. Such laws have been for many years in operation in several 
of the States, and so far as my information goes, they have met with the 
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approval of all good law-abiding citizens If we would preserve our 
political liberties we must guard. well. the ballot-box ; for in no other way 
could the rights and liberties of*the people be so easily undermined and 
finally destroyed, as by allowing impositions to be extensively practiced 
upon the elective franchise. Fraudulent voting is nothing short of a 
species of treason—follow it up and give it free scope, and 1t will break 
down and destroy the purest government on earth; There is in my mind 
no question about the propriety of such a law—as it seeks not to inter- 
fere with the rights of any man, but simply to protect the legal voter 
from having his influence destroyed by imposters. ; 


AGRICULTURE AND AGRICULTURAL FAIRS,. ETC. 


In your work of legislating for the people, you cannot be too careful 
of, and attentive to whatever may conduce to. the interests of those who 
till the soil. Nebraska is emphatically an agricultural country. In her 
extensive and beautiful valleys and prairies, we have the bank of deposit 
from whence the wealth, not only of our present population, but of the 
teeming millions who are hereafter to inhabit our country, must be 
drawn. Whatever, therefore, you can do to further the interests of the 
agriculiurist, of agricultural societies, or agricultural fairs, should, in 
my judgment, receive your earnest attention and consideration. In con- 
nection with this subject, I respectfully invite your attention to the pro- 
visions of a bill passed at the second session of the thirty-seventh Con- 
gress, entitled '* An Act donating public lands to the several States and 
Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit.of agriculture and 
the mechanic arts.” The bill proyides “that there be granted to the 
several States,” for the purposes hereinafter mentioned, an amount of 
public lands to be apportioned to each State, a quantity equal to thirty 
thousand acres for each Senator and Representative in Congress to 
- which the States are respectively entitled by the apportionment under 
the census of 1860. This clause (although the title of the act includes 
' Territories,”) would seem to exclude all from its benefits except “‘ States.” 
The act amendatory of the act from which I have quoted, provides, 
however, that any State or Territory may accept, and shall be entitled to 
the benefits of the act referred to, * by expressing its acceptance thereof 
as provided in said act, within two years from the date of its passage.” 
This amendatory act was passed on the 14th of April, 1864. From its 
provisions, it is clear to my mind that the Territories are entitled to the 
advantages of the bill. But while the bill provides that “a portion of 
the funds arising from the sale of these lands may be expended for the 
purchase of lands for sites or experimental farms,” yet it expressly pro- 
vides that “no portion of this fund shall be applied to the erection, 
preservation, or repairing of any building or buildings." If in your wis- . 
_dom you should:deem it of sufficient importance to the agriculturists 
of the Territory to make an effort to secure this land grant, it will afford 
me pleasure to do all in my power to assist you in facilitating and per- 
fecting the same. 
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" RAILROADS 

In my annual communication to you at your last session, I informed 
you that the work on the Union Pacific Railroad, from the Capital of 
your Territory west, was progressing with commendable zeal, and 
expressed the opinion that before the period of your present meeting, 
at least fifty miles of the road would be completed. I am happy to 
inform you that that prediction has been fully verified by the facts. - 

Already the track has been laid, including side tracks, for a distance of 
fifty-five miles, and the graduation and bridging of the road have been 
fully completed as far west as Columbus, (95 miles distance by line of 
the road). Beyond Columbus the graduation has been completed.for a 
distance of twenty-five or thirty miles. I am informed that it is the 
pu of the HER to construct the abutments and piers of the 
ridge over the Loup Fork the present winter. The bridge is already 
framed, and ready to put up assoonas the mason work can be com- | 
pleted, so that it is reasonable to suppose that at least 150 miles of the 
road will be ready for the cars within twelve months from this date, 
and it is not improbable that Fort Kearney may be reached within that 

period. EE zm | 
The importance of this great national thoroughfare to all the material 
interests of our Territory—agricultural, commercial, mechanical, and 
financial—must be apparent to every intelligent citizen. Asa National 
enterprise it is equally important. Constituting, as it will when com- 
pleted, the highway of commerce between two oceans—uniting, as it 
must, the business interests of New York and Boston with those of San 
Francisco and Sacramento by a continuous line of railway communica- 
tion, and shortening, for all practical purposes, the distance between 
London and Paris on the one hand and Pekin and Canton on the other, 
it will make America the very centre of the world’s commerce, civiliza- 
tion and progress. The business which has sprung up, as if by magic, 
" between the commercial cities of the East and the vast mining districts 
of the West, can no longer find adequate accommodation and facilities 
through the modes of conveyance heretofore employed.. The Union 
Pacific Railroad, with its numerous branches—all converging at acom- 
mon point (the 100th meridian of west longitude) within the limits of . 
our Territory—will supply these much needed facilities, both for travel 
and traffic, and render Nebraska the gateway of commerce, not only for 
* our own country, but for the civilized world. The main line of this 
great road passes from East to West through the geographical centre of 
our Territory. Upon thé north, Congress has provided for a branch 
from Sioux City, and to the south of us the same just and liberal policy 
has endowed two other branches with liberal donations, thus insuring 
their construction at an early day. Oneof these branches is the exten- 
sion of the Burlington and Missouri River Railroad, now permanently 
located, to run west from Plattsmouth to the 100th meridian; the other 
is the extension of the ‘Hannibal and St. Joseph Railroad from St. Jo-. 
seph, in a northwesterly direction, uniting with the main line (in the 
language of the bill), at the 100th meridian “ in the territory of Nebraska.” 
This last named branch will afford easy facilities for a western connec- 
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tion by mail, to the southern and southwestern counties of our Territory. 
_A western extension of the St. Joseph and Council Bluffs Railroad from 
Nebraska City would complete a connection between all the principal 
commercial points on the Missouri river, within our territorial limits, 
and the mining regions of the West, which draw their supplies almost 
exclusively from the Missouprziver. As such a branch would constitute 
a feeder to the trunk line, constructed almost exclusively by government 
aid, there can be but little doubt that upon the proper application, Con- 
gress would grant to it the same aid which has been so liberally and so 
wisely extended to the other auxiliary branches. 


IMMIGRATION. 


. While all the Western States and nearly all the organized Territories 
have adopted active and efficient measures to impart information in re- 
gard to their respective advantages as homes for the people, not only of 
our own country, but of the old world, the people of Nebraska should 
not, in my opinion, be idle. Nebraska, as a profitable grain and stock- 
raising country, has probably no superior in the Western country, and 
yet but little of these advantagesis known even among the pebple of 
the older States of our own country, much less to the people of Europe, 
thousands of whom, now thatthe war is over, are desirous of emigrat- 
ing to America. Might we not, with a fair prospect of a good return, 
employ one or more active and intelligent agents, whose sole business it 
should be to make known the natural advantages of Nebraska to the 
people abroad. Perhaps, now that a separate bureau for the encourage- 
ment of immigration has been established by Congteéss, and under the 
management and control of the State Department, it might not be 
necessary for these agents to leave our own shores One efficient agent, 
with headquarters at New York, and furnished with suitable maps and 
charts to show where first-class free homesteads could be taken, ought 
to be sufficient to bring thousands of industrious citizens to our Terri- 
tory every year. In addition to this, I would advise that a society, 
having for its object the promotion of immigration, be formed, under a 
a charter derived from your honorable body, with its members distrib- 
uted in different portions of the Territory. Much valuable information 
might be collected and communicated, from time to time, through this 
society to the agent, in case you provide for one, and if no such agent be 
appointed, then the information might be given to the Immigration Bu- 
reau at Washington City. 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 


In a former communication to your honorable body, I recommended 
for your consideration the propriety and importance of providing by 
law fora geological survey of the Territory. I repeat my former recom- 
mendation to the Legislative Assembly at its present session, with the 
expression of the hope that a measure so important to all the varied in- 
terests of our people will not be longer delayed. If our financial con- 
dition will not warrant a general survey of thesentire Territory at the 
present time, I respectfully suggest the propriety of making provision 
for such partial survey as will be most hkely to develop our mineral 
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resources with the smallest I cost to the treasury. The whole 
subject is respectfully referred to you for your careful consideration and 
dispassionate action, in the confident belief that you will give it such 
attention as its surpassing importance demands. _ | 


HASTY LEGISLATION. 


I called your attention, at the last session, to the growing evil of 
hasty and inconsiderate legislation, and was gratified at the improve- 
ment in this particular, observable at that session. - There is another 
subject intimately connected with this, to which. I wish:to invite 
your attention. . I allude to the practice of providing that nearly every 
law, both general and: special, “shall take effect from and after its 
passage." Weeks, and perhaps months, must necessarily elapse before 
the laws can be printed and distributed throughout the Territory, and 
the consequence is the people are required to respect and obey: laws 
which they have had no opportunity to see or understand. I would 
suggest the propriety of. making all laws take effect at some fixed day 
after the close of the session. If it be deemed important that any of 
the laws should take effect immediately after their passage, a provision 
might be made for the publication of such in one or more news- 
papers of the Territory. I deem.it unnecessary to press this view of 
the subject upon your consideration. Its justice and propriety cannot 
fail to commend it to your approval.. Indeed, strict justice to your 
constituents would seem to demand a change from the former practice . 
in this particular. . 2 MP | 


STATE GOVERNMENT. 


Now that the great rebellion has been put down and peace once 
more restored to our country, the subject'of a change of government 
from a Territorial to,a State is being freely discussed by our people. 
Nevada, with a mùch less permanent. population than Nebraska, has 
already become one of the independent States of the Union, and the 
people of Colorado have also made and adopted a State constitution, and 
in all probability will be admitted into the family of States, within a very 
few days. The question with the people of'a Territory. should not 
simply be, “Shall we change.our form of government?" but, “Is it © 
for the best interests of her people for her to be admitted as.a State?” 
This question answered in the affirmative, and the people of all parties 
would be interested in máking the change " 
The argument against the change of form of government, is that it 
would require more money to be paid by the people of the Territory 
to support a State government than that of a Territory, for the reason 
that the salaries of such territorial officers as are appointed by the 
national administration are now paid out of the United States treasury, 
and also a great portion of the legislative expenses. . The next question 
would naturally be, * How: much does this amount to?" . In Nebraska 
it amounts to somewhere between twenty and twenty-nine. thousand 
dollars. Thelatter sum is the highest amount appropriated by.Con- 
gress, and of course the expenses .cannot exceed that sum. Now, if 
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. biennial sessions of the Legislature be provided for instead of annual, 
as at present, (and nearly all the Western States have adopted this 
-eourse,) nearly-one half of this sum could be saved to the State. 
Consequently, the additional sum to be paid by the State ought not 
io exceed at the outside figure the sum of twenty. thousand dollars per 
annum. Now, leaving out of view all the advantages of increased 
influence that a State always has over a Territory, let us see whether in 
a pecuniary point we would not be benefited by the change. 

At present, the funds with which our public schools are supported 
are raised by a direct tax upon the people of the Territory. The sum 
assessed for 1865 for this purpose, as will be seen by the report of the 
School Fund Commissioner, is over twenty-six thousand dollars —a 
greater sum of itself than would be required to pay the additional 
expense of a State government. And I am informed by that officer 
that it is his firm conviction, after examining the subject closely, that 
the income from the sales and rents of the 16th and 36th sections of 
land to which our State would be entitled, and the five per cent. in 
cash of the net proceeds of the sales of our public lands, would more. 
than pay the expenses of supporting the public schools without taxing 
the people a single dollar. In this one item, then, we would have the 
whole amount of our additional expense saved to the State. But this 
is only a small part of the.appropriation that would be made to the 
State. She would at once be entitled to the seventy-two sections of 
land, with the proceeds of which to build up and endow a State Uni- 
versity ; 50,000 acres of land for the erection of a State Penitentiary ; 
a large appropriation for the erection of a State capitol building ; 90,000 
acres would be donated to support an. a a college, and seventy- 
two sections, or over 46,000 acres, for the erection of machinery for the 
manufacture of salt. This last item alone, if properly applied, ought to 
go far towards defraying the whole expense of an economical State 
government. In addition to these donations, we might reasonably 
expect to receive the usual grants of land, given to new States, for 
internal improvements, and the swamp land for the improvement of 
the counties. ‘hese lands would, in my opinion, if judiciously selected 
now, while first class lands are subject to be taken under such grants, 
more than compensate the State for all the extra expense: she can 
reasonably be subjected to, m consequence of the change of form of 
government. i 
_ While I have called your attention toa few of the advantages- 
which I believe would grow out of a change of government, and while 
I have the assurances of many of the most intelligent and influential 
men of both political parties that the people of the Territory are anxious 
to have this subject acted upon at as early a day as practicable, yet I 
would in no wise wish to be understood as urging this subject upon you, 
or in any way dictating in what manner you shall proceed to present the © 
subject to the people. A constitution, by whatever body or by whom- 
soever made, whether by the Legislature or by a constitutional conven- 
tion, ought and must, before it takes effect, be submitted to a fair and di- 
rect vote of the people, so that they can have the opportunity to adopt 
or reject it as they may think best. With this safeguard left in their 
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hands, you will of course feel yourselves privileged to take such action 
on the subject..as you may feel assured will agree with the wishes of 
your constituency. I have no' hesitancy, however, in giving itas m 

candid opinion that the resources of Nebraska:would be sooner deyel-

certainty, that the end cannot be.far in the future. Slowly, butsteadily 
and.surely, the Union armies are exhausting the strength and resources 
of the rebel forces... Their lines are being rapidly. contracted—their 
ranks decimated; . beyond the possibility of recuperation, and the spirit 
of thé misguided masses has been broken. To-day, the so-called con- 
federacy cannot rightfully claim to control one-half of the territory em- 
braced within. its limits at ihe commencement, of the- rebellion. Our 
armies ` and. navies almost. encompass them, while-one of our greatest 
generals, with his victorious columns, has marched through the very 
heart of the Empire State of the. South, from the interior to the coast, 
and captured the most.‘populous and important commercial city in the 
rebellious district, almost without opposition. These significant facts 
. leave no room to doubt that at an early period the supremacy of the 
constitution and the laws will be restored in every portion of the coun- - 
try—thus establishing human liberty alike in the South and the North, 
and vindicating the capacity of the peoplefor self-government.”  . 
This prediction has been lappily f ifled. Our flag, the emblem of the 
unity, justice, power and glory of the nation, now floats in triumph over 
every part of the Republié' Every foot of our national territory has 
been preserved intact. The supremacy of the constitution and laws 1s 
acknowledged by all the inhabitants. But this great boon has been se- 
cured at a fearful cost of blood and treasure. > The sacrifice necessar 
to achieve these great results, has nó parallel in the history of the world. 
Hundreds of thousands of our noblest and ‘bravest fellow-citizens have 
laid down their lives that the nation might be preserved; and just at 
the moment when the noble chieftain, Abraham Lincoln, who had borne 
aloft the banner of Universal Freedom from the inception of the terrible 
conflict until it close, had witnessed the triumph of the cause, and had 
“finished the work " committed to his hands, he was stricken down by 
the hand of the assassin, and sealed with his blood his devotion to his 
country and tothe rights of man. But great as has been the sacrifice— 
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deep and heartfelt as has been the universal sorrow at the loss of our 
fallen heroes—it will be regarded in all the future as not too much when 
compared with the results which it has achieved. The constitution, the 
great charter of civil and religious liberty, has been vindicated—oppres- 
sion and wrong have been overthrown, and the great fact has been de- 
monstrated that republican institutions can withstand successfully every 
opposing force which can be arrayed against them. Popular govern- 
ment isnofonger an experiment. “Deriving itsjust powers from the 
consent of the governed,” it is proof alike against “ dangers from with- 
out and convulsions from within.” Having thus passed through the red 
sea of disaster which menaced us, and for a time threatened to engulph 
and overwhelm the fair fabric of Justice and Liberty reared for us by 
our fathers, may we not hope that our glorious Union will be perpetual, 
and dispense its blessings for all future time to the oppressed and down- 
trodden who may seek an asylum in this land of liberty and equal jus- 
tice from the tyrannies of the old world ? E 

And while we are rejoicing over the blessings secured to us by the 
noble deeds of our devoted and daring soldiers, let us not forget the 
widows of the fallen, orphan children, dependent parents, and maimed 
and battle-scarred companions in arms, who still live with us to remind 
us of the illustrious dead, whose ashes, through our neglect, must not 
be permitted to be disturbed by the widow’s wail or the orphan’s moan. 

In conclusion, allow me to express my desire to cordially co-operate 
with you in perfecting whatever measures your wisdom may desire for 
the publie welfare; to wish for you and your families, whether present 
or absent, one and all, continued health, and every social enjoyment 
consistent with a faithful performance of your official duties, during your 
sojourn at the Capital; and, at the conclusion of your arduous labors, a 


safe return to your respective homes. |

 Inpursuance of “An Act to provide-for revising the laws of Nebraska,” — 
approved February 18, 1865, I was, on the day of April, 1865, 
appointed by the Governor of the Territory-to "revise all the General 
Laws of Nebraska," and on that day I entered ihto. contract in compli- 
ance with the act, for the performance of that service. 


MODE OF ASCERTAINING WHAT LAWS ARE IN FORCE. 


To ascertain precisely what laws are in force, and what have been 
repealed, either direetly by specific repealing clauses, or by implication 
by subsequent enactments, I have found to be no easy task: The method 
I adopted was to commence at the last page of the laws of last session, 
thence traveling backward throughout all the laws hitherto enacted in 
" the Territory. By this mode I have had no difficulty in ascertaining 
what laws have been specifically. repealed. These of course have been 
excluded, and when amendments: have been expressly substituted, they - 
have been inserted in their proper places. m 

In very many instances, however, I have found enactments running 
parallel to, or intended to cover the same ground as: former laws on the 
same subject, and without any repealing clauses. In such cases, where 
the parallel is exact, I have excluded the former. and inserted only the 
latter. But where the parallel was not exact, I have brought together 
all laws relating to the same subject. These will, in many instances, be 
found disjointed, fragmentary and incomplete, and will require careful 
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legislation at your hands before they are in condition to be admitted 
into a revised code. T 

I will instance the laws on the subject of “ Courts," “Fees,” “ Libra- 
rian,” “ Habeas Corpus,” “ Register," and many provisions of the crim- 
inal law, etc. - ‘ 


GENERAL ARRANGEMENT. 


I have arranged the work in four parts. The first I have denominated 
“The Miscellaneous Code;” the second, “The General Code;" the 
third, ‘‘ The Civil Code ;” the fourth, “The Criminal Code.” 

Part First is intended to embrace all the laws of a géneral or miscel- 
laneous nature found scattered through all the session laws heretofore 
enacted, and which do not relate directly to any subject embraced in 
any of the other codes. 

-These subjects I have arranged alphabetically, in accordance with the : 
D followed in "Swan's Treatise,” which you have made my 
model. | 

Part Second embraces “The Code of General Laws," enacted during 
the session of 1868-4, (and which were in substance the same enacted 
by the second session, 1855-6) and such provisions as were kindred. to 
those therein contained. : 

Part Third embraces “ The Code of Civil Procedure,” “ The Justice's 
Act,” laws relating to chancery practice, laws relating to powers of 
judges of probate, and proceedings before them, and, in general, all 
laws relating to rights and remedies, and their enforcement before tri- 
bunals of civil jurisdiction. ie 

Part Fourth embraces " The Criminal Code,” and all laws relating to 
crimes and misdemeanors, with the means of prevention and redress. 

Of course, your honorable body is not bound to adopt this arrange- 
ment or nomenclature of parts or subjects. I have followed this plan 
as apparently the most convenient to the performance of my duties. 


SIDE NOTES. 


I have retained the side notes hitherto affixed by the different publish- 
ers, except where I found them imperfect, in which case I have rewritten 
them so as to make them significant of the import of the passage 
referred to. A large portion of the laws in force, however, I have found 
without side notes. The work of affixing these is one of the most crit- 

ical and important connected with this revision. 


PAGING. 


After adjusting the parts in the order above indicated, I paged the 
whole in large figures written in red at the top of each page. 


INDEX, 


It is usual to defer an index until the work to be indexed is printed 
‘and paged. As this work was neither printed nor paged, save tempo- 
rarily, as above stated, had no way of indexing except to refer to m 
own paging. This I have done, and the figures in the index herewit 
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submitted will be found. to refer to the red figures at the top of each 
page I have endeavored, to make. this branch. of my duties very 
thorough and complete, The subjects are here gathered. together, and 
can readily be applied to the printed volume, by simply changing the 
gures, . > -

GENERAL REMARKS. 


This revision, according to my paging, contains about two hundred 
and ninety-one pages Each of these pages contains, on an average, 
probably a little less than three pages of a printed volume of the ordi- 
nary law book size. "These can be very much reduced by condensing 
kindred topics found scattered through several acts; by rejecting super- 
fluous provisions, like the enacting and repealing clauses, the approval 
of the governor, ete., usually found in every act, and putting the whole 
work in the. form of a code. The printed volume would thus contain 
not to exceed five hundred pages I have discovered many verbal and: 
typographical errors. These I have corrected, where the correction to 
be made was obvious, and where it was not entirely so, I have given 
some indication by which your attention will bé called to the passage or 
word, usually by drawing around it a mark with a red pencil. My 
duties have been little else than a committee, made to bring existing 
laws together in small compass, so that the needed addition or amend- 
ment would be apparent to you at a` glance. It is obvious, therefore, 
that the task required at your hands to make this work what it was 
designed to be, is neither small nor unimportant.

I have the honor herewith to submit to the Legislative Assembly my 
annual report of.the operations:of this department of the territorial

In January last the usual advertisement was made for the surrender 
of territorial bonds, but in consequence. of the improved condition of 
our territorial finances holders of bonds were not disposed to. surrender 
them without receiving nearly par. I redeemed. $4,950, at an average. 
- discount of but little over one per cent. > ~ l i 

I would also respectfully call the attention of. the Legislative Assem- 
bly to several defects in existing laws. An-Act to provide for the. 
protection of sheep, and for destroying wolves, etc., in the territory of: 
Nebraska, approved February 7th, 1865, authorizes.the eund eommis- 
sioners in the several counties to draw orders on the territorial treasury. 
This act requires the treasurer to pay demands issued: by parties of 
whose authority to aet ds county commissioners he has no official knowl- 
edge, and with whose signatures:he may not be acquainted. It would 
be necessary for him to know these facts in every instance, before .pày- 
ing, and to do so would subject him to. great trouble and annoyance, 
and cause much vexation and delay to the holders of such orders .By 
other laws, the Governor is ‘authorized to draw orders upon the territo- 
rial treasury for insane expenses, and for other purposes. : 

The business of this. department could be much simplified by requir- 
ing all orders to be issued by one officer, and that officer the auditor, 
who is by law the general accountant of the territory. In this manner . 
a check could be made upon. every entry,.and the territorial books be 
kept in a simple and: concise form, easily understood by any one who 
should get charge of them.or be required to examine them. 

Any requirement. or stipulation. that. might be deemed desirable could : 
very properly be imposed upon the auditor, before he be authorized to 
issue orders for any. stated purpose. . For example, in the case of the 
first mentioned act, the county commissioners could be required to issue 
a certificate for the purpose, which certificate should be countersigned 
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or approved by the county treasurer—he being an offcer in direct com- 
munication with the territorial treasurer—and in this shape presented to 
the auditor, who thereupon should issue his warrant upon the treasurer, 
and file his certificate as his voucher. In the last case* mentioned, the 
amount chargeable could properly be made in the form of an account, 
which might require the approval of the Governor, and in this shape be 
presented to the auditor for a warrant, who, accordingly, would draw his 
warrant and file his voucher, .as in the first case.

By this provision: any' ‘foreign corporation, however soulless it-may 
be, of any state, territory or county, is. permitted to subscribe for, and 
may control the whole affairs of ‘the company. Why, I ask, should’ we 
give corporations of foreign coüntties, the power to ‘control the charters 
made for the benefit of our own eople? | Such 3 provision enables 
mammoth corporations from’ abroad to swallow up and control, to their, 
own use, the means that inay ‘be subscribed - by our own people, and I 
cannot give my consent to` any | ‘such Provisions Iti ig not a sufficient,

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of the territory. These indicate soda, ammonia, alumina, and perhaps 
other salts, either of which, if found in quantity, are of great commer- 
cial value. 

3. Other mineral springs are found in various localities, possessing 
valuable medicinal qualities. I made a rough analysis of one of these, 
(known as the sulphur spring, two miles north of Omaha, in 1858, and 
found the waters of sufficient value to induce a more accurate and 
minute examination, by a skilled chemist. 

‘Dr. Chilton, of New York, gave the following from one gallon of the

The lime and oxide of iron are held in solution by carbonie acid. In 
addition to the above, sulphuretted hydrogen -bubbles up freely, and 
escapes from the surface of the springs and in such quantity as to give 
character to the entire flow. This, with other circumstances, almost 
positively indieates sulphuret of iron. Other springs abound in iron 
still held in solution in much larger proportions. 

4. Detached pieces of gypsum and chalk have been found repeat- 
edly in the drift that overhes the limestone of Eastern Nebraska and 
Western Iowa. The importance of this indication would be much, 
perhaps materially, affected by other conditions of the drift itself yet to 

e ascertained. 

5. Iron, stone, and various compounds of iron, are frequently met 
with in various localities, and asnally in proximity to sandstone and 
shale. 
6. Bituminous shale crops out from the bluffs on the Missouri, 
Platte and Elkhorn rivers, and other smaller streams, and is also. found 
in various places in most, if not all, the river counties. This shale is 
sometimes sufficiently bituminous to burn freely, though with a large 
residuum of slaty matter. 

T. Coal of fair quality, fully equal to much of that now used in 
Iowa, has been found recently in at least two localities. One of these 
beds, on the Great Nemaha, adjoining Rulo, in Richardson county, is 
within fifteen to twenty feet of the surface, running into the bluff, where, 
with the most limited means, and without scientific aid, it has been 
traced to the thickness of thirty-five inches Dr. Reeder, of this place, 
analyzed a specimen of this coal, and gives the following result: Vola- 
tile ingredients, among which is coal tar, and a great portion of that

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kind of carburetted hydrogen called. illuminating gas, 42-100 ; ashes, or 
fixed: mineral residue, 5-100; carbonaceous matter remaining. in the 
retort after all the volatile ar simae d driven out; which is known 
by the name of coke, 51-100. This coal has the property of softening 
somewhat and glueing together, without, however, having it.to such a 
degree as to obstruct the draft; the pieces.of.coal retain their original 
form, which brings this-coal under the category of oxim burning coal; 
is excellent for blacksmithing, steamboat use, and general heating pur- 
poses, and, to judge from .the specimen. analyzed, could be used for 
manufacturing gas. T Es 
The other bed of coal, on Logan creek, was discovered in digging a 
well, and was found about seventeen feet below the surface, being over 
twenty-six inches.in thickness. This seems to be about the same qual- 
ity as that from Richardson county, examined by Dr. Roeder. It burns 
` readily in an open fire, and léaves no residuum but light ashes. 
-8. Below the, mouth of the Yellow Stone, on the Missouri river, are 
. seams of coal from four to six feet. thick. This is; fully substantiated. 
These facts, and many others of less note, (and perhaps less certain), 
obtained without scientific aid, as it were, almost by accident, are cer- 
tainly sufficient indications of mineral wealth to justify.a much larger 
expenditure than would be-necessary for such a survey as proposed. 
An elaborate survey, such as has. been made by Iowa and other States, 
accompanied by expensive reports and maps, is not necessary at this 
stage of the investigation, and would not. be justified in the present 
condition of our territorial: finances. A preliminary reconnoisance, 
such as could. be had for three or four thousand dollars, would determ- 
ine the general geological formations sufficient for all practical purposes. 
This is more necessary at the, present time, because there is a wide- 
spread impression abroad that Nebraska.-1s without mineral resources. 
f this impression is false; it should be corrected without delay. If the 
impression be true, the survey would be the cheapest possible mode of 
preventing future disastrous. private expenditure and’ speculation in ` 
search of. mineral wealth, which almost every resident believes to exist. 
If coal and iron, or coal alone, can be found, and the present indica- 
tions of extensive eoal beds established as geological facts, it would at 
oncé remove the only real objection to our ferritory becoming one of 
the most desirable in the Union.» . .- P3 uu M 
The opinion that coal did not exist much west of .the. Appalachian 
range was advanced many years ago,.and: was based mainly on limited 
observations as to the-geological structure of tlie range, and not from 
actual survey of the Western country. It was even affirmed that coal 
would not be found in the Rocky mountain range. It was supposed 
that this latter range and the country east of it had been .too deeply 
submerged during the coal era to allow any carboniferous. formation; 
or admitting that coal measures once-existed, the subsequent volcanic 
upheaval of the Rocky mountains had been so violent and extensive 
as to displace and remove the earboniferous strata from. the Rocky 
mountains to near the base of the. Alleghanies. Subsequent. explora- 
tions, with one or the other of these theories in ‘view, seemed to limit 
the carboniferous reeks toward the west, to Eastern Ohio. 
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Subsequent discoveries, however, developed a new deposit over a 
considerable portion of Illinois, until, approaching the Mississippi river, 
the appearance of the subcarboniferous rocks again: seemed to limit 
the existence of coal. - | a 

As Iowa became settled, new discoveries developed new coal forma- 
tions, in what might be called the Iowa Valley, from the Mississippi to 
the Missouri. Approaching the Missouri, near the western border of 
lowa was found the same subcarboniferous limestone that had limited 
the coal fields of Illinois, and was now supposed by some to limit the 
entire coal formation westward. The facts, however, which were known 
in regard to Nebraska, some of which have been mentioned in this com- 
munication, offered reasonable ground for the opinion that the plains 
west of the Missouri, to the Roeky mountains, so far as regards the coal 
measures, were but a repetition of the coal beds of Iowa and Illinois. This 
. opinion is still further strengthened by the fact, now well known, that 
immense beds of coal exist in the Rocky mountains at the altitude of 
over 9,000 feet. A seam of coal of the purest quality crops out on 
Green river, from fifteen to twenty feet thick, and extending for miles. 
This coal, as near as I can. learn, is found in the usual carboniferous 
limestone. Near Laramie coal has been found resting upon inferior 
strata. The altitude of Laramie is.4,519 feet. I think it a fair geologi- 
cal inference, so faras limited observations justify any inference, that the 
Rocky mountains, the Alleghanies, and all the intermediate country, 
"was once in a similar condition as the ocean bed, favorable to the depos- 
ite of the carboniferous strata. That violent upheavals (either slow or 
sudden) afterwards projected the ‘granite and its superincumbent strata 
at the two extremes, so as to form the Rocky mountains and the Alle- 
ghanies. That less powerful or less extensive action, perhaps mere 
undulations, elevated to less degree the intermediate basin; but showing 
a.maximum of elevation, at least so far as the mountain limestone is 
concerned, at the Missouri and Mississippi rivers.. This would account 
for the irregularities observed in the subcarboniferous strata, and strength- 
en the idea that rich coal beds will be found west of the Missouri, and 
probably near the surface. l . 

In suggesting the idea above sketched, I have given full admission to 
the opinion of those who claim that the subcarboniferous limestone comes 
to the surface, at or near the Missouri river. Prof. Owen is the princi- 
‘pal authority on this point, though his views are not positive, being 
based upon deficient data. Prof. Swallow, on the other hand, in his 
geological reports of Missouri, speaking of the same rocks, places them 
in the upper coal formation. These discrepancies show the necessity of 
a personal examination. The facts of the.case may be found to confirm 
either opinion; or comprise both, and still coal be found in abundance. 
Where secondary strata have been materially disturbed by subsequent 
upheavals, a correct opinion can only be formed by actual examination. 
The extensive lead and copper mines of southern Wisconsin and Iowa, 
were the direct consequences of a geological survey. 

So far as Nebraska is concerned; we know all that can be learned by 
theoretical deduction from the known geology of other sections. These 
deductions, taken alone, can be used with about equal force to prove or 
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disprove the existence of coal ; -but:add to':these-deductions the facts 
already mentioned, such -as thè existence .of salt -in large quantity, 
bituminous shale extensively distributed, and the : recent discovery of 
coal itself, -and:.I think there can be but little doübt:of the immediate 
necessity of proper explorations. Every «portion: of N ebraska-is inter- 
ested in this subject,-and every portion would: be benefited. by a success- 
ful search for. mineral treasures. -But I need not dwell on the general 
advantages which would accrue to the people.as individuals, or to the 
Territory i in. its. own.resources. These must be evident without discus- 
Sion  . ‘ so.

'The labor of the committee has been to it8 majority a labor of love: 
promptly on hand at each session, they have constrained your minority 
to prolong its sittings beyond midnight at each time, and.into Sundays. 
The majority have summoned witnesses and pursued a course of exam- 
ination suiting their own notions, without consulting the minority, 
extending over matters in no way connected with the meaning. of the 
resolution under which they were appointed, but seemingly with no 
other reference than to discourse matters which might be distorted into 
something injurious to state men and their cause. 

The Hon. Mr. Robertson, of Sarpy county, it appears, was one of the 
instigators of this investigation. Too ambitious to put some capital in 
this enterprise, he came before the committee, and by his first testimony 
seemed willing to attach the motive of bribery and corruption to a 
transaction which appears, by the concurrent testimony of several other 

witnesses, to be a simple business matter. By further examination, 
. when placed by his own testimony in the peculiar position of allowing 
himself to be approached twice or more distinct times, with what he 
was pleased to term an improper offer without showing any resentment, 
he chose on discovery to state it in its true light, and by his own testimony, 
corroborated by that of all the other witnesses called to thé same subject, + 
ibis shown that what occurred between himself and the Hon. Messrs. 
Mason and Bennett, of Otoe county, was purely a business transaction, 
and that it was not calculated to influence him 1n his vote, nor so under- 
stood by any of the parties. "S 

The last testimony taken was that of Mr. Bennett, of the Council, 
who states that Mr. Morton aforesaid, during the pendency of the 
question of submitting the constitution to the people, approached him 
with a proposition signed by fifteen anti-state men, ineluding Messrs. 
Tuxbury, Gilmore, Paddock, and others of the House, proposing that if 
state men would separate the question of state from that of election of 
state officers, the fifteen would go for the suspension of the rules, and 
pledge themselves that the bill should not be.defeated. At the same 
time Mr. Morton promised to secure a like pledge from the anti-state 
members of the Council. Whether Mr. Morton had at the time a fee 
simple in and full control over the anti-state members of both branches 
of the legislature, we leave for the members of this body to conclude. 
But it is but justice to Mr. Bennett, to say that he did not entertain - 
these propositions, but has at all times advocated state organization on . 
principle, and not a subject to be trafficked away. PEE 

The testimony also shows that another anti-state member from Doug- 
las, proposed to Mr. Wallichs, of the House, who was interested in the 
immigration bill then pending, that if Walliehs would vote as, desired 
on the state question, the democrats .of the House: would go for 
the immigration bill As it is shown by the records, Mr. Wallichs 
went for state, and these democrats went against the immigration bill. 
Mr. Parchen was also approached by another member of. the same 
branch with a like proposition, only.the proposer would only pledge 
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his own vote. We must add.that Mr. Parehen went for state, and: the 
other gentleman went against state, and against the immigration bill 
also. 

But the minority, in: their hasté to submit-this report in the very 
short time allowed by order:of this House,. cannot undertake to review 
the testimony further.

In conclusion, we can but regret that the opponents of. state organi- 
zation have found it necessary to attempt to avert attention from the 
true merits of the question in issue, by this unsuccessful effort to assail 
the motives and character of its friends.
